Frank J. DeRosa, being duly warned that willful false statements and the like so 
made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under 1 8 U.S.C. § 1001, and that such 
willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent resulting 
therefrom, declares that: 

1 • I am a patent attorney at the law firm of Brown Raysman Millstein Felder & Steiner LLP 
("the Brown Raysman firm"), attorneys for the applicants in the matter of the above- 
identified patent application (hereinafter, the "Application"), and offer this Declaration in 
support ofthe accompanying Petition Under 37 C.F.R. §1.137.

On information and belief, the August 26, 2003 Notice of 
Abandonment was referring to the June 18, 2001 Notice of Incomplete Reply rather than to 
a NTFMP. 



Attached as Exhibit B is a copy of the original NTFMP dated April 20, 2001 . 
Attached as Exhibit C is a copy of applicants Response to the April 20, 2001 NTFMP, 
which was filed on May 29, 2001 . A copy of the return post card for the Response, date- 
stamped by the United States Patent Trademark Office ("PTO") is attached as Exhibit D. 

6. In June 2001, the Brown Raysman firm moved its New York office, and notified the PTO 
of the address change by letter mailed via Express Mail on June 7, 2001 (Exhibit E).
